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The British Loan 


The Congress is now considering the request of the 
British Government for a_loan. It is obvious that this 
country can afford to grant the amount which Britain 
requests, Since our country spent 85 billion dollars in 
one year for war, it is certain that she can loan $3,750,- 
000,000 for peace. However, there are two problems 
that seem to us important. First, there is the need of 
other nations for loans. (Several nations, including 
France and Russia have already made requests.) Sec- 
ondly, there is criticism by liberal British opinion in 

“regard to the feared effect on both Britain and the 
United States of-the trade provisions of the loan. In 
regard to the first point, the President has stated that 
no other countries will be given the same ‘consideration 
as Britain. The Administration contends that the 
British loan is essential in order to stabilize world econ- 
omy. His statement implies that’ the other nations 
would be referred to the Export-Import Bank for their 
loans. Published statements of the proposed capital 
which this bank will have for loaning are not reassuring. 
In the present complicated times, it is difficult to antici- 
pate the future assets and policies of this bank. There- 
fore, it would seem that the American people should 
be given assurance that either a generous and compre- 
hensive loan program Will be undertaken by this country 
or that the alternative arrangements for financing recon- 
struction will adequately represent the abilities of the 
more fortunate nations for giving aid. We would there- 
fore urge that the granting of the British Loan should 
be only one part of a comprehensive program of Ameri- 
can aid and that this program should be based on the 
total need and on our ability to loan. We urge W.L.L. 
members to express to their Congressmen their desire 
that our nation sponsor a large program of financing 
reconstruction needs in war-devastated countries. 


In regard to the second point, it is disturbing to find 
that most severe criticisms of the trade provisions come 
from liberal British groups. These criticisms are not 


_mirrored in American publications and they are signifi- 


cant. It is difficult to know what may be possible to 
do in reference to changing provisions in the loan agree- 
ment inasmuch as Parliament has accepted the plan. 
However, the gripping fears which are expressed in’ the 
British comments (and which were expressed in the 
Parliamentary debates) are arresting. So great is the 
disapproval of the removal of some of the market con- 
trols, that there seems to be a genuine fear of economic 
disaster not only for Britain but for this country. The 
Congress should be made aware of these British con- 
tentions. It seems that there should be at least some 
room left in the loan arrangements (as well as in Ameri- 
can minds) for trade policy adjustments, in case British 
fears prove to be well grounded. Certainly there is no 
advantage to either nation in proceeding toward a situa- 
tion similar to that which followed the last war when 
all the former Allies had to default on their war debt 
payments with resulting bitterness and economic dis- 
aster on all sides. If Americans are to make loans, th 
should have reasonable expectations of repayment. 
they are to give se away, it is better to do it openly 
and be thanked for it.

PROPOSAL TO AMEND THE CONSTITUTION 
As members of a committee which met in Philadelphia on 


“March Ist to consider the development of our International work 


in Pennsylvania, we came to the conclusion that because of the 
increasing interest and significance of the International phase of 
our work, it was important that all members be drawm into it 
more definitely. We felt this could be done most effectively by 
abolishing the present distinction between National and Inter- 
national members made by the present system of dues. We 


feel also that our strongest appeal to new members lies in our ~ 


international character which would be emphasized by a single 
type of membership, although we should of course continue to 
function as a United States Section of the International organ- 
ization. Our suggestion would be merely to broaden the base 
of membership.. We realize that this suggestion will need most 
careful ‘discussion as it affects both policies and finances, but we 


-hope the members will come prepared to discuss it carefully 


and sympathetically as we feel it vitally affects the future of 
the Women’s International League. We propose the following 
Amendment to the Constitution: 


The following five members, in good standing in the United 
States Section of the Women’s International League for Peace 
and Freedom, in accordance with the Constitution of the League, 
wish to propose that Section 1, Article VIII - Dues - be further 
amended to read as follows: . 


There shall be only one class of membership, covering both 
National and International memberships. Further, that annual 
dues for this type of mémbership, in both organized anid unor- 
ular dues, THREE DOL- 
LARS AND FIFTY CENTS, fifty "4nts of which will be used 
for a year’s subscription to “Four Lights”; special dues for 
students and Labor, fifty cents, this fifty cents to be used for 
a year’s subscription to “Four Lights”, Each regular member 
shall also receive the International News Letter in some form.

adequate meeting of these needs unless the resources 
of all the more fortunate nations are mobilized in a 
vigorous, all-out fashion. Therefore, it would seem 
that the U.N.O. should consider it to be one of its first 
functions to promote a comprehensive program of aid 
from all nations which can afford to loan to the countries 
which are in need of rehabilitation. If this were done, it 
should not be necessary to fear loss of national independ- 
ence in the making of these financial commitments. It 
would seem that the U.N.O. might be able to act to 
stimulate, promote and coordinate international loaning 
between nations on a voluntary basis in addition to 
encouraging international banking. 

Certainly, there is no answer to the needs of these 
times unless nations individually and collectively meet 
the problems of construction with energy and intelli- 
gence equal to that used for war and destruction. To 
dg this would certainly mean a mobilization of resources, 
and national and international planning for their alloca- 
tion, quite different from anything we have seen in the 
past eight months of peace. If the U.N.O. is to be-the 
expression eventually of one healthy world, it seems that 
it must accept a large responsibility for the positive 
program of economic reconstruction so much needed 
right now.
